Br it Ordained by the Mayor aud the 
CouneUnjen of the City of Ada, Okla 
boma: 
Section J. 
That the officer* or the |h>- 
liee ceorl of this city shall In*, the Po­ 
lice 
J u d g e , 
the City Attorney, the City 
Marshal aud his deputies, aud the pollee 
men of the city. 
Sec. 2. 
Tin4 police judg * shall hold dal 
ly 
sessions of court. 
Sunday 
excepted 
commencing at 8:20 o'clock ’n. in., and 
may hold such other sessions as the bus­ 
iness of said court may require. 
Sec. 8; 
The city attorney shall attern! 
ai! 
sessions 
of 
the 
police 
court, 
un­ 
less e x c u se therefrom by the judge. 
Sec. 4. 
The city m arshal, by himself or 
deputy, shall attend all sessions of the 
police court, and shall be present at the 
opening of the morning session. 
Police­ 
men shall attend the sessions when the 
business of the court .shall require their 
attendance. 
Sec. 5. 
W henever any person shall be 
arrested by the city m arshal or policemen 
without process for violation of laws or 
ordinances of the city, the officer making 
the arrest, if It he in the day time. shall 
forthw ith 
have such 
person 
before the 
police 
judge 
except 
as 
otherwise 
pro 
vided. 
Sec. ti. 
Several persons Jointly 
charg­ 
ed w ith the same offense may l>e tried 
together or separately, and any person or 
persons, may 
be tried for several dis­ 
tin ct offenses dfsttncfly set forth to the 
same complaint. 
Sec. 7. A complaint may be amended in 
m atter of substance or form at any time 
before the defendant pleads thereto, w ith­ 
out 
leave. 
The 
complaint 
may 
he 
amended on the trial, as to ail m atters 
of form, at the discretion of the police 
judge, when the same can he done with­ 
out prejudice to the rights of the de­ 
fends at.

W henever any person shall have 
been arraigned before the court for the 
violation of any city ordinance, and shall 
have pleaded guilty to rhe charges or 
shall have been found guilty by the court 
upon the trial of the case, the court shall 
im mediately assess such fine any punish­ 
ment as shall be provided by the ordi­ 
nance. and shall render judgm ent for the 
same in accordance .with the ordinance, 
and shall issue com mittm ent to the city 
m arshal, commanding him to commit and 
safely keep such person uutii the judg­ 
ment of the court shall have been com­ 
plied with.

ment the city m arshal shall immediately 
proceed to execute the same: and if the 
said officer shall fail aud refuse to exe­ 
cute the same, he shall be subject to re­ 
moval from office by t h e mayor and the 
councilmen.

world-wide interest for fed­ 
eral reasons, writes Thomas P. Mil­ 
lard in the Philadelphia Ledger. There 
is unusual solicitude for this eminent 
Chinese statesman; international con­ 
siderations of importance are believed 
to be involved with his fate, and the 
rumor Illustrates the survival of one 
of those curious customs which West­ 
erners habitually associate with the 
so-called mysterious east. 
As its alleged use in this connec­ 
tion Intimates, the yellow cord takes 
place with the yellow jacket, the pea­ 
cock feather, the ruby button, and 
other ancient symbols of the Celestial 
empire to which extraordinary signifi­ 
cance is attached, and which are pop­ 
ularly supposed to bo confined to 
China. 
The west hears from time to 
time of how higher Chinese officials 
havej>een endowed with or deprived 
of su7?h honors, and its estimation of 
the importance cf these events de­ 
pends upon whether a practical or 
comic opera view of Chinese politics 
is taken. 
To many westerners these 
political symbols assume a romantic 
and mysterious aspect, to others they 
savor of the preposterous. Both of 
these estimations are incorrect; for 
when scrutinized they are, like most 
oriental customs, found to be almost 
exactly parallel, in their practical ef­ 
fects, to contemporaneous Western 
customs. 
Matter of Etiquette. 
The yellow cord is a symbol at­ 
tached to superior dignity. 
It has, 
like many old-time ceremonials of 
court etiquette in Europe, become 
much modified in modern times. Its 
legendary functions confine its opera­ 
tion to members of the imperial fami­ 
ly and to officials of vice-regal grade, 
and its exercise always has been a 
prerogative of the throne; thus to re­ 
ceive a yellow cord was, in a sense, a 
sort of melancholy distinction, 
and 
was presumed to open a way for hon­ 
orable exit from this life to persons 
who had unforgivably offended the 
emperor, and whose elevated rank or 
considerations of state placed them 
above ordinary legal processes. 
The old method was attended by 
considerable ceremony. The symbolic 
death warrant was conveyed by a spe­ 
cial messenger of high rank, who was 
accompanied by an imposing escort, 
and who upon arriving at his destina­ 
tion was received by the unfortunate 
oflfcial with ambassadorial 
honors, 


and in giving a series of farewell en­ 
tertainments 
to his 
relatives 
and 
friends. 
Although a time limit was 
set within which the offender was ex­ 
pected to depart this life, it was not 
considered good form to defer until 
the last day; neither was it proper to 
display undue haste. 
Honorable End to Life. 
Theoretically, the yellow cord was 
supposed to provide a way for the of­ 
fender to take his own life by strang­ 
ulation; but usually a different means. 
like one of the subtle and deadly 
poisons long known to orientals, was 
actually used. 
After death the body 
of the man thus “honored” would be 
burled with full official honors. If one 
failed to die within the specified time 
he was stripped of all honors and his 
immediate family degraded, and ho 
then would die by the hand of the exe­ 
cutioner. 
This was the function of the yellow 
cord in ancient times, as I have'heard 
it described by Chinese friends of 
mine; but not for very many years 
has it actually been employed. 
In 
fact the function is now obsolete, and 
while its theoretical symbolism’ sur­ 
vives, it is doubtful if it ever again 
will be carried out, or that Chinese 
seriously expect it to be. 
However, 
it 
has nominally been 
brought into requisition in quite re­ 
cent times. It was reported to have 
been sent to Li Hung Chang after the 
disastrous debacle of the Chinese 
army in the last war with Japan, when 
the venerable statesman was also tem­ 
porarily stripped of all his high hon­ 
ors. 
But whether the cord was sent 
to Li or not, he merely retired to his 
native province, where he was sup­ 
posed to purify himself by commun­ 
ing at the tombs of his ancestors; 
and in a short time the difficulties of 
the Peking government compelled it 
to recall him, and to intrust to his ex­ 
perienced hand the negotiation of the 
treaty of peace between Japan and 
China, which was signed at Shimon- 
oseki. 
Li’s Return to Power. 
After his success, by inducing the 
intervention of France and Russia, in 
preserving the territorial integrity of 
the empire. Li was restored to full 
honors, which he retained until his 
death. 
The last 
previous 
instance 
which I can recall of the presumed use 
of the yellow cord was in 1901, follow­ 
ing the “Boxer” uprising, when, upon 
the insistence of foreign powers that 
some high Chinese officials be 
pun­ 
ished for alleged complicity in attacks 
upon the foreign legations at Peking, 
Prince Tuan and others w'ere supposed 
to have received it; but all of teem 


| perron who Is being punished wfll 
make a great outcry when in reality 
he hardly feels the blows. Yet he dare 
not omit the groan, which is the out­ 
ward testimony of his suffering under 
punishment. Should the culprit fail to 
bellow loudly it is considered a reflec­ 
tion upon the court, and the magis­ 
trate may order the number of blows 
to be doubled, and to be laid on in 
earnest. So if any Chinese official 
should be sure that every one in China 
will make a pretense of taking the 
matter quite seriously, when, in fact, 
it is nothing more than a severe im­ 
perial reprimand. 
Yuan a True Patriot. 
\ uan is inimical to the Manchu fac­ 
tion, as is any Chinese who displays 
extraordinary ability; he also is dis­ 
liked by the remnant of the anti-pro­ 
gressive cabal which sees in 
reform 
the end of its influence; and, further­ 
more, he is hated by an extreme fac­ 
tion of reformers which considers him 
too conservative. None of these in­ 
fluences alone could have accomplished 
Yuan’s dismissal, but all of them to­ 
gether, added to the supposed desire 
of the regent to retaliate for what he 
considers the humiliation of his broth­ 
er, the former emperor, and aided by 
some casual international 
complica­ 
tions, made it possible. 
The sensation which Yuan’s dismis­ 
sal caused is still fresh in mind; 
as 
are the pessimistic forebodings which 
it excited. Some thought that it would 
precipitate the long-expected internal 


tide ow* a erinrat 
rn rte Ca­ 
lory. 
At this Juncture Japanese diplomacy 
became active and the Washington 
government was somehow induced to 
accept Japan’s theory of the situation. 
The sending of only half the fleet to 
China, which was a distinct slap, and 
the refusal of the Washington admin­ 
istration to give any definite assur­ 
ances to Tang Shao-yi followed. Tang 
Shao-yi, I understand, tried to get the 
Washington government publicly to in­ 
terchange notes with China somewhat 
after the manner of the Root-Takahira 
communique, but this proposal 
was 
declined, while the state department 
ostentatiously concluded a so-called 
ambiguous agreement with Japan in­ 
volving the fate of China, while refus­ 
ing openly to give similar assurance, 
directly to China herself. 
Efforts to Save Yuan. 
When 
England 
and

States awoke to the fact that Yuan 
had been “thrown” they began a be­ 
lated scramble to save 
bim. 
The 
American and British 
ministers 
at 
Peking, after failing to secure united 
action of the entire diplomatic corps, 
and after communicating with

made representations to the regent by 
inquiring If Yuan’s dismissal might be 
construed to mean that China intends 
to alter her foreign policy. This inter­ 
vention was well meant, but coming 
at the time it was rather unfortunate,

The 
first established a new high record for 
Fifth avenue property, a lot having 
been sold at a price amounting to $34,- 
000 a front foot, or $270 a square foot, 
L 
a value considerably larger than that 
represented by an equal area covered 
with $50 bills. 
Only 40 years ago this same prop­ 
erty sold for one-twentieth of this price. 
The second record came as the result 
of the leasing of a piece of uptown 
property for 149 years. 
From these 
two factors it is evident that the de­ 
sire to snap up property for long 
terms, together with its rapidly in­ 
creasing value, will soon reduce the 
average amount of ground per inhab­ 
itant to less than the space necessary 
for standing room.

There Is slight reason to doubt 
that the first sign of internal disorder 
would have been the signal for occu­ 
pation of the country, and possibly the 
capital, by foreign troops, the excuse 
being that it was necessary to protect 
foreign interests and inhabitants.

America to Be Considered. 
Curiously enough, it is probable that 
the attitude of the Washington admin­ 
istration toward certain matters then 
under consideration contributed to 
Yuan’s downfall. A special embassy, 
headed by Tang Shao-yi, 
had

sent to Washington, ostensibly to 
thank the United States for renounc­ 
ing the unpaid part of its share of the 
“Boxer” indemnity, b u t,really to pre­ 
sent China's side .of the Manchurian 
question, and to endeavor to enlist 
America’s support in resisting Russian 
and 
Japanese 
encrachments 
upon 
China's sovereignty. The Peking gov­ 
ernment 
was 
very • uneasy 
about 
Japan’s policy (and still is) and was 
seeking a closer understanding with 
the United States, and Yuan had led 
the Peking government to believe that 
such an entente could be arranged and 
that it would assure the integrity of 
the empire.
